Walsh declared that the shoot- 


Ing of these men was a violation 
of the laws of land warfare as de- 
clared by the Hague con-Vcnt.Ii,,.. of 
1907, and petitioned the govern- 
ment of the United States to ad- 
dress a remonstrance to the govern- 


ment of Great Britain. 
A similar 


protest was filed with the embassies 
of all of the foreign governments 
represented in Washington. 


Walsh's protest alleges that the 


six men who were shot on Feb. 28. 
were prisoners of war in view of 
the decision on Feb. 25, 1921 by 
the court of the king's bench that 
a state of war existed in Ireland 
and that it was a violation of tie 
Hague convention to shoot them. 
It was' further charged that con- 
trary to the customs of Christian 
nations the victims were denied the 
right of religious consultation in 
their dying moments.

proposals were so high that

gross cost of the world war to the; 
United States was $44,173,848,224, 
while this nation will receive as the 
result of the war $2,300,000,000, 
leaving a net loss of 141,873,948,- 
224. 


Although the United States in- 


vested $670,000,000 more in the 
world war than any other nation, 
the United-States Tfill get but lit- 
tle except comparatively small pay- 
ments for lost shipping and claims, 
Senator Spencer declared.

torney for twenty years and that 
he had "swindled" him out of $2,- 
000.

man' had been loitering about the 
office for several days seeking an 
interview with the senator. 


"The police declared they suspect- 


ed the man's s^iity ana planned to 
have him placed under observation.

The enlisted man in the peace time 
army and navy, as in time of war, 
comes to the Red Cross for assist- 
ance in a wide variety of difficul- 
ties. Red Cross service has to him 
become a clearing house for practi- 
cally all his troubles. He is given 
advice on many things in his mili- 
tary life which he is reluctant to.

Facts and Figures, 


The facts and figures follow: In the 


feature production one man is getting 
31,500 a week—for the length of the 
picture, which will -be about six or 
seven weeks. This player has been on 
the stage^ eight years and in pictures 
one year. In the same picture the to- 
tal salary of one director, two assist- 
ants, two comeramen, two second cam- 
eramen and their assistants aggregates 
$1,683, of which the largest share goes 
to the director, who has been behind a 
camera for ten years. The lump sal- 
ary of two girls playing leading roles 
is ?700 weekly—also for the length of 
the picture. Both have been starred 
before. In the picture are four char- 
acter men whose experience in pic- 
tures ranges from two to six years. 
One gets 1225, one $250, and the other 
two get $200 each, for the length of 
their engagement 
A supporting man 


who has been a professional for 13 
years gets S400. Four minor charac- 
ters get 
from 
350 to Si00. Extra 


talent for this particular picture totals 
about $300 weekly, but this is unusu- 
ally small, nearly all of the parts be- 
ing main characters played by real ac- 
tors. There's $5,660 in salaries weekly 
for the feature. 


Working on the comedies are three 


directors, three assistants, six camera- 
men and three assistant cameramen, 
whose lump salary is $3.430 weekly. 


There are fourteen 
people in stock 


fourteen property men, thirty-two car- 
penters and millmen, five drivers, eight 
painters ar.d paperhangers make a 
combined weekly wage of ?6,100. Of 
course, this does not Include construo- 
tlon, rental, transportation, raw stock 
or other materials, Just an aggregate 
of about 518,000 a week for salaries, 
of which as the figures show, the sums 
are about equally divided between the 
players and the staff.
